told the house naval committee to­ 
day th a t if an emergency arose the 
A tlantic fleet could be dispatched 
to the Pacific within eighteen days 
to deal with any hostile craft that 
m ight succeed in running the gaunt­ 
le t of American submarines from 
M anila and Honolulu. 
Moreover the secretary announc­ 
ed that the day of a small fleet in 
th e Pacific would end next M arch 
when the Panama canal is to Ie 
form ally opened

According to a rumor, which is 
appareatly well founded, steps are 
soon ito be taken by the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy and the Chi­ 
cago & Alton Railway companies to­ 
ward the consolidation of the local 
passenger offices of these road» in 
che present C. & A. pasenger station 
on iEasit State sitreet. 


Ju st a few years ago, before the 
present C. & A. station was erected, 
th ere was quite a little talk oi ti 
tinion passenger station for all of 
the roads In Jacksonville, but for 
some reason tthe 
roads could not 
“ get together” on the m atter. TVhile 
the Btory now current has it that 
the |>assenger business of only these 
two roads is to be consoliSited, the 
arrangem ent would have many ad­ 
vantages over the pressnt one?. 


This comparatively new passenger 
station of the Alton is admirably 
equipped for such an arrangem ent as 
it stands between the tracks ot the 
two roads and is situated so th at a 
platform could easily be constructed 
on ithe west side for the use of ithe 
Burlington. 
It is roomy enough to

roads and the time of the arrival 
and departure 
of passenger trains 
does not conflict, eo as to cause a 
congestion in the waiting roomi;. 


Anoclier advantage, 
possibly 
of 
greater importance than all otiiers 
and especially to the shippers of the 
city, is th a t it would improve the 
facilities of ithe Burlington in handl­ 
ing freight and placing cars so that 
they are easily accessible. 
It is a 
fact th a t for years this road has 
not had nearly enough room in the 
freight house yards and frequently 
cars have to be placed on whar. is 
called the “high line,” which is lo­ 
cated south of the College avenue 
subway. 
It is said that the Burliug- 
ton desires the consolidation so that 
they can remove the present Burl­ 
ington passenger station, straighten 
th eir tracks and arrange them so 
th at m ore freight cars can be plac­ 
ed n earer the freight ihouso. 
In 
addition to prQving a great help lo 
shippers in unloading car load lots 
of freight, this w^ould also tend t j 
lesseil the blockading of the East 
State street crossing by switching. 


As to thoroughness, this new story 
is hardly to be out-classed, as it 
also speculates as to w'hat provision 
is to be made for the present operat­ 
ing force of th e local Burlington of­ 
fice. 
It is said that, should this 
consolidation be effected, the three 
operators now employed in the Burl­ 
ington station would be moved io 
the company’s 
interlocking tower 
a t the College Avenue subway and 
that train orders and other such 
work accompanying the movement 
of trains would be done from this 
place. 
The story also poinits put 
that this would be a much m ore con­ 
venient arrangem ent 
than having 
the different wires and instrum ents 
of the two companies in the Alton 
Station, as the office in this depot 
is hardly large enough to accommo­ 
date them ; and it is said th at hav­ 
ing one set of operators for both 
roads is out of the question, for it 
would tend to initerfere with the 
work of 
each company. 
Another 
portion of the story has it th a t the 
ticket business of both roads would 
be placed in the hands of one man. 


W hatever is to be done in this 
connection will probably take place 
within a. short tim e, possibly within 
a very few weeks.
